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The Military Department 


HE military department of our school has called for nearly as much 
thought and work as the Academic Department. This is our second year 
as an “Honor School,” and our one ambition has been to be designated 
again for the third time in succession. Whether we will accomplish this 
feat remains to be seen. In order to gain this goal we have had to put in 
many hours of hard work, both on the drill field and in the class rooms, 
but we all feel sure that we will lose nothing by it. 

The corps starting out with an excellent spirit has upheld it through- 
out the entire year. They have put more than the usual amount of pep and drive into their 
drills. By taking advantage of every opportunity offered him to further the work of the 
Military Department each cadet has done ali that he has been asked to do. The co- 
operation shown by the cadets has established a well oiled, smooth running Military machine. 
To the corps belongs the lion’s share of the praise due for a most successful Military De- 
partment. But we must not forget the men who gave so much of their time to the develop- 
ment of the Corps. We cannot speak highly enough of the efficient way in which they have 
done their part. To the tactical officiers and the men detailed here by the government we 
extend our most heary thanks. 

This year, more than ever before we have taken up military work. The work, which 
has been very extensive has included in general such things as, physical training, combat work, 
map problems and drawing, gallery and range practice, and the various kinds of infantry 
drills and ceremonies. A great deal of interest has been shown in the Rifle Team this ses- 
sion. Competitions between picked teams have brought out many good shots. These con- 
tests are held once a week and much friendly rivalry has been aroused, Company teams 
have also been formed. We have high hopes of winning the rifle team championship for the 
Third Corps Area this year. Contests with several other schools have also been arranged 
for. 


During the year a great deal of stress has been laid upon physical training. This is 
one of the great benefits derived from a Military school. The physical drills consist of 
setting up exercises, bayonet practice, and butts manual, each morning immediately after 
Reveille the companies are marched onto the drill ground, where a thirty minute drill in 
setting-up exercise is held. Every evening after supper Butt’s Manual drill is held. This 
is one of the prettiest drills to be seen, when it is done in combination with music fur- 
nished by the band. 

We have spent a great deal of our time on ceremonies. Parades, guard mount, and 
inspection are held regularly. Formal guard mount is held every morning as soon after 
breakfast as possible. Dress Parades are held three times a week, and although it means 
a great deal of extra work for us, we take great pride in pulling off these ceremonies in a 
creditable fashion. Inspection in full dress is usually held on Saturday afternoon. This calls 
for much labor on our part, but we are all willing to do this, as we have our heart and 
soul in our work. 5 

Much work has also been done on combat training. A great deal of time has been 
spent on bayonet practice, extended order drill and the solution of field problems. This 
part of our work is very interesting especially the bayonet practice, and the solution of 
field problems. Field problems are great training for a man’s mind, as they bring out all his 
qualities of leadership and headwork.

Through the co-operation of the cadets the Y. M. C. A. of 1921-1922 has 
filled an important place in the life of the school. With two exceptions meetings 
have been held every Sunday uight throughout the year, and at these meetings 
good programs have been provided, and unusual interest has been shown by 
the cadets. 

A number of prominent speakers have been secured from Staunton and the 
near vicinity, while many came from distant parts of the State to bring some 
message to us. Among these were: Professor J. C. Metcalf of the University of 
Virginia, Dr. Henry Louis Smith of the Washington and Lee University, Rev. 
Churehill Gibson of Lexington, Dr. J. Mercer Blain, missionary at Hang Chow, 
China, for twenty-five years, as well as a number of the prominent students of 
Washington and Lee University, Virginia, and of V. P. 1. 

One feature of this year has been a series of Life Work talks for the bene- 
fit of the cadets who are undecided about their life work. The new phases pre- 
sented were Medicine, Law, Engineering, Ministry. Teaching, and Business. In 
this series we have heard so far from Dr. R. P. Bell and W. H. Landis; the 
men to speak for the remainder of these talks have not as yet been secured. 

We are greatly indebted to Captain Blain, our faculty advisor, for his co- 
operation in making our Y. M. C. A. a sugcess. Having had former experience 
in this work at Washington and lee, he was fully capable of handling such 
undertaking, and we take this opportunity of thanking him for his efforts in the 
Association’s behalf, which have been so instrumental in turning out one of the 
best Y. M. C. A. programs of many vears. 

Among other things the Association had printed and distributed among the 
first year men “A Rat Handbook.” similar to the “Freshman Bible” of most 
colleges. Also a campaign was put over for the beneht of the Student Friend- 
ship Fund with subscriptions totaling $215,000, besides a Christmas offering of 
$50 for orphans. 

A number of special meetings have been held throughout the year. These 
were the Football meeting when “IZZY” Oppleman opened “Spirit Week,’ before 
the “Kable” game; the Christmas meeting which has now become an annual 
affair; a “Heine Gilliam” meeting, devoted to the work of our missionary in 
Africa; and it is planned to hold two joint meetings one at A. M. A.. and one in 
Staunton with the Y. M. C. A. of the Staunton Military Academy. In the way 
of Bible study Mr. Gordon has had a class every week studying the Gospel of 
Mark, and this class has been largely attended by the cadets. 

A. M. A. was represented at the Virginia Field Council Cadet Mauzy. Mes- 
sts Heistand, Fain. Boxley, Jones, Curtis, and Newton, C. went with Captain 
Blain to the State Volunteer Student Conference at Charlottesville. Easty, Hal- 
sell, and Holderness went with Captain Blain to the State Y. M. C. A. Officers 
Training Conference held at Blacksburg. 

It is felt that the Y. M. C. A. has really taken a strong place in the school. 
With the invaluable help of Messrs Duff and Kellogg, and the occasional aid of 
the whole orchestra, whe have been exceedingly faithful at the piano and saxa- 
phone, and with the speakers who have been secured, a high attendance could 
always be counted upon. A number of meetings found the whole corps present 
while the average was about 150, 


Bible Class 
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The A. M. A. Bible Class was organized in September 1919, by Captain Frank J. Gil- 
liam, a distinguished graduate of the Augusta Military Academy, and Washington and Lee 
University, and a World War veteran, who was a member of the Roller Faculty for the 
session ending June 1920. 

Starting with a very few, he succeeded in arousing the interest and co-operation of the 
cadets, and to-day after an existence of three years, the class numbers 103. 

Captain Gilliam is now a missionary in the heart of Africa. When he left Augusta, at 
his request the class was taken in charge by H. A. Jacob. Under the most favorable con- 
ditions, a teacher of a Sunday school class has a trying and responsible task. It is doubly 
so to succeed a man of Frank Gilliam’s calibre. Perhaps no one realized this more keenly 
than Major Jacob. But with confidence in himself and faith in his cause, he willingly 
shouldered the responsibility. Under his leadership we have grown in numbers, in knowledge, 
and, we trust, in godliness. Imbued with that spirit of Gilliam enthusiasm, he has kept 
the organization alive and progressive. 

The attendance this year has been most gratifying, the average for each Sunday being 
well above 60. The class meets each Sabbath immediately after morning services, in the 
Session House of the old Stone Church, which room has been very kindly given them by 
the good people of the congregation. 

We are indeed grateful to the members of the faculty who have spoken to the class on 
various occasions, and to those cadets who have enlivened the meetings with their declama- 
tions, and vocal and instrumental selections.

Well, it sure was some team! The 1921 eleven 
was backed by every member of the corps to the last 
man. When Captain Robbins, our head coach, called 
for candidates on the 23rd of September it looked 
like the whole Batallion had been issued a new set of 
uniforms and had reported to the gridiron for keeps. 

Augusta Spirit, there is nothing like it, with such 
spirit prevailing, several letter men back, and the best 
coach that could be had, it wasn’t long until the team 
was working like machin- 
ery, hitting on all eleven. 

The first game of the 
season was with Virginia 
Freshmen, on October 
&th. Having been through 


several weeks of hard practice, they were eager for 
fight, and they certainly showed it by defeating them 
by the tune of 7 to 0. Neither team scored in the 
first half, although our goal was in danger several 
times, but the line held, and with McClanahan, Tay- 
lor, C., Lewis, C., and Bernheim constantly breaking 
through throwing Virginia for losses, it was evident 


what we could do when 
the occasion arrived. In 
the second half” the tide 
turned, “Chuck” Lewis blocked a punt and carried 
the ball twenty yards for a touchdown. We are very 
proud over this victory, as it was the first time in the 
history of the school that. they have been made to 
bow down to the Blue and White. 

On October 15th we invaded V. M. I. Although 
we were defeated, we put up the same old fight to the 
end. Guvernator skirted the ends for many gains, 
and Lewis, C., did brilliant work on the defense. 

The following week the team journeyed to Char- 
lottesville, where they played Woodberry to a score- 
less tie. We were somewhat handicapped by Lewis, 


C., and Steele being out of the game due to injuries. 
However, Bernheim led the team well and Wood- 
berry was forced to resort to defensive football. 
Playing the W. and L. Freshmen here the follow- 
ing Saturday, Augusta staged a wonderful comeback 
by turning the tide from 7 to 0 in their favor to a 14 
to 7 victory. “Chuck” played his usual good game, 
while having been transferred to quarter-back. Bern- 
heim held down the center position well, and Nugent 
did some splendid playing. Clements carried the pig- 
skin to perfection and made a name for himself. 
Clashing here with 
Episcopal High School on 
the 5th of November, we 
were defeated 30 to 0. 


From all outside appearances of the score it looks as 
though we were completely snowed under, but we are 
sincere in saying that it was our off day. Episcopal 
had a wonderful team and accomplished some real 
fine plays. 

Morton, the brilliant quarter-back, was the out- 
standing feature of the game. 


With Episcopal out of 
the way, all was centered 
upon Fishburne, whom 
we were to meet at Way- 
nesboro the following Fri- 
day. It was a hard-fought game, and the outcome 
could not be determined until the end. Clements, our 
consistent ground-gainer, made many a first down, 
while Steele caused much comment among the specta- 
tors by his marvelous punting and end runs. Lewis, 
C., was always on the bottom of the pile, and Nugent 
proved his strength and ability as a player. The final 
result was: Fishburne 13, Augusta, 0. 

Then came our old rival, Staunton Military Acad- 
emy. 

Fighting, tacking low and hard, with an intensity 


that gave the Kable men a shock, the boys from 
Augusta held that formidable array of football talent 
to the low score of 27 to 0 in favor of S. M. A. 

Only the spectators can appreciate the valor, the 
grit, the “Stickfaithiveness” of the A. M. A. players, 
that predominated throughout the game. 

Fighting, blocking, plunging, A. M. A. contested 
every foot of ground. S. M. A, realized that they 
were fighting a team whose spirit cannot be beaten, 
although the score told another tale. 

_ Lewis, C., Tanner, Kavanaugh, E., and Nugent 
were the bright stars who 
fought most conspicuous- 
ly and made many an op- 
ponent bite the dust from 


a long, low, hard tackle, that threw him many feet be- 
hind the line of scrimmage. 

Fighting as one man, that eleven-man machine of 
human flesh made many weary linesmen from the 
Hill Top school bite the dust in dismay. 

Gaps were made for our back-field to slip through; 
gaps were closed by our line which were opened by 


the Hill-toppers. 

No more can be said; 
they gave their very all in 
this one great, supreme 
sacrifice, but the general- 
ship of Shorty McMahon was too much. 

They fought and fought nobly, as all sons of Au- 
gusta do, 

On Thanksgiving, the team met Maury High 
School of Norfolk. Playing one of the most specta- 
cular games of the season, we defeated them 14 to 7. 
Yes, the game was full of heart-rending thrills from 
beginning to end. Johnston, T., broke through 
Maury’s strong line time after time, and often suc- 
ceeded in making long end runs from twenty to thirty 
yards. Fortune smiled on McClanahan, the powerful 


tackle, just before the close of the first half, Taylor, 
C., blocked a punt which was picked up by Mac, and 
before many could realize it there appeared a streak 
of blue heading for our goal, and after some time he 
reached his destination, Mac was sure out of breath 
and tickled to death. 

Lewis, L., made our second touchdown by receiving 
a pass from Steele, the latter picking both goals. Nu- 
gent, Clements, Lewis, C., Tanner, Bramble, and 
Crawford, all played up to the true form, and thus 
the season ended. 

Before going to the men that composed the team, it 
is only just to mention the men who guided its des- 
tiny. We feel that mere words are empty symbols of 
the credit due to Captain Robbins, and Gallagher, 
head coaches, gave the value of years of athletic experience and valuable time to 
the team. With an incomparable ability for imparting enthusiasm and instruction, 
a deep knowledge of the finer points of the game, a character whose strength 
enobles and endears itself to those they would lead, and born fighters, they pos- 
cess the qualities that distinguish the real coach, it is due to their versatility, 
skill, and patience more than any other cause, that light material turns so 
magically to fighting strength, and that the teams from Augusta are always en- 
dowed with speed, science, and confidence. 

Nor indeed would the review of the season be com- 
pleted did we not mention the valuable service of 
Captain Henderson. Backed by years of experience 
as a player, both in prep school and at W. and L., 
Captain Henderson ab‘y assisted the head coaches. 

Coming now to the men that composed the team, 
we mention first the husky center, “Chuck” Louis, on 
whose able shoulders fell the honor of captain, and 
smashing, fighting, setting the pace, he was well fitted 
to lead a team, and a big factor in its well-earned 
success. 

Bernheim, assistant captain, playing from end to 
end and back again, was our utility man. He was 
fast, steady, consistent, and faced no line that he did 
not get his man. 


The guard positions were fortified by Heistand 
and Crawn. Heistand possessed a decided amount of 
fight and endurance, always playing a consistent 
game. Handicapped by lack of weight, Crawn made 
up his margin with a full measure of vicious grit. 

McClanahan at right tackle was a finished player. 
Quick to size up a play, ever aggressive, the team pos- 
sessed an exceptional tackle. 

Taylor, C., alternating at guard and tackle, was a 
powerful man. He strengthened the line with his 
ability as an experienced player. 

With an ideal build and seasoned well, Nugent at 
left tackle was a terror to all opposing teams. De- 
pendable at all times, he delivered the goods. 

Filling the wing positions we find them well taken 
care of by Bramble and Tanner, C. They were towers on the defense and spilling, 
many an interference and numerous end runs were made successful by them. 

Stand at attention—here come two generals—Kavanaugh, E., and Johnston, 
T., fast and well fitted to guide the energies of a fighting machine, fast in running 
up points, and good broken field runners, we were fortunate in having such quar- 
ter-backs. 

Crawford, Steele, Lewis, L., and Guvernator proved to be good ground gain- 
ers, passers, and hard tacklers. We are sincere in 
stating that Steele was among the finest punters in 
both collegiate and preparatory school circles of Vir- 
ginia. 

We find these backs accompanied by Clements, our 
super full-back, whose line plunging was a wonder- 
ful demonstration of human strength coupled with 
grit and energy.

Basketball Chronical 
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BASKETBALL TEAM 


Basketball 


The basket-ball team representing Augusta for the 
year 1921-22, was noted for its splendid team work, 
and the fine co-operation among the various players. 
This aggregation contained no particular star, and 
may well be termed the ideal basket-ball team. Un- 
selfishness predominated among the players, and we 
may well be proud of the team that defeated S. M. A. 
to the tune of 17 to 7. They outplayed their oppo- 
nents at practically every point, and various misfor- 
tunes coming in critical periods of the season, were 
the only occurrences which held the team back from a 
sweeping victory over all their adversaries. By de- 
feating Fishburne two games, our greatest expecta- 
tions were realized, and A. M. A. may well be proud 
of its aggressive Basket-ball quintet. With three let- 
ter men back, Major Roller built up a team worthy of Augsuta, and we take this 
opportunity of showing our appreciation of its splendid work. 

Standiford and Kennedy, former letter men, were the forwards. Dunn, 
another letter man, played at center, while Crawford and Lewis, L., held down 
the position of guards. 

On account of injuries, Standiford, the captain, was forced out of the game 
during the first part of the season. His place was 
ably filled by Dorsey, who splendidly arose to the 
occasion. With Dorsey at forward it was the same 
well-oiled machine. In fact, it was a toss-up between 
him and the regular members of the team. 

They started their career by defeating the Staunton 
Y. M. C. A. in a practice game before Christmas. 
The Staunton Y. M. C. A. had an unusually strong 
team, and of the three officially scheduled games with 
them we lost two. Ina hard-fought game the Wash- 
ington and Lee Freshmen defeated us by four points. 
Following that the University of Virginia Freshmen 
beat us in Charlottesville, but one of the features of 
the season was our well-earned and hard-fought vci- 
tory over them on our own floor. During that game 


it was impossible to tell which team had the advan- 
tage, and of course every spectator was in suspense 
as to the outcome. The whistle blew just twenty 
seconds after Dunn shot a field goal which made the 
score 21 to 20 in Augusta’s favor. 

As stated above, our team easily defeated S. M. A. 
in Staunton by the score of 17 to 7. Augusta was ab- 
solutely master of the situation all the way through. 
However, there was a big disappointment in store for 
us when S. M. A. played on our floor. That game 
was a fine example of over-confidence defeating a 
team. In practice before the game it seemed impos- 
sible for our players to miss the basket. The atmos- 
phere of the whole gymnasium was one of confidence 
and satisfaction. But alas! the price of it was a de- 
feat at the hands of S. M. A., whose team was in- 
ferior to ours in many ways. Our boys played extremely hard throughout the 
whole game, but instead of it appearing impossible to miss the basket, it seemed 
impossible to “make” it. To this cloud, however, there was a silver lining, and the 
silver lining was the greatest feature of the basket-ball season. Five minutes 
before the game was over the score was 24 to 8 in favor of Staunton. Dorsey 
was sent in as a substitute and Standiford was-shifted to guard. Dorsey’s hard 
playing, along with the increased effort which the whole team put forth, enabled 
Augusta to raise her score up to 19 points while 
Staunton’s stood at 24. It was five minutes of hard 
fighting and beautiful team-work. 

The team’s two victories over Fishburne were a 
great source of satisfaction to all of us, our other 
rivals “this side of the mountain.” They were held 
well in hand during both games. Episcopal High 
School and Woodberry Forest defeated us, after a 
hard-fought battle. One of the best games on our 
floor during the whole season was a clash with the V. 
M. I. “Scrubs,” who beat our team by one point. All 
five of the quintet played to their utmost throughout 
this game. The winning point was made when a V. 
M. I. player threw a foul toss after the final whistle 
had blown. A. M. A. had committed a foul a few 
seconds before the end of the game. We defeated 


the V. P. I. “Scrubs” by the score of 30 to 5 and the 
Shenandoah Valley Academy by the score of 24 to 
26. 

As stated above, there was no particular star on 
the team. Standiford, as captain, of course deserves 
first mention. He was certainly accorded the confi- 
dence and loyalty of the whole team. He inspired his 
team-mates throughout and kept them full of that 
“pep” which is always necessary to attain the “final 
drive” in a game. Unfortunately injured at the be- 
ginning of the season, he showed an unending interest 
in the welfare of the team, even though he had to do 
it from the sidelines. However, his injured leg soon 
became well and he returned to the team as able as 
ever. Asa player, his coolness, passing, and accurate 
shooting were far above the ordinary. 

Kennedy, Standiford’s mate at forward, was awarded the gold basket-ball by 
Major Roller for being the most valuable member of the team. He was given a 
guard position on the all-state basket-ball team, and his hard playing and unusual 
shooting undoubtedly brought him these honors. 

Dunn, our Assistant Captain and center, never failed to put everything he had 
into the game. He was the most unselfish and thoughtful member of the team, 
always passing to an uncovered team-mate and al- 
ways willing to help work the ball from the oppo- 
nent’s goal to his own. His chase playing and the 
way he led the team during Standiford’s absence won 
the admiration of many. 

Crawford was a member of the “Scrubs” team 
the preceding year. He always showed the eagerness 
to please and the ability to work which he had shown 
on the football field. His way of putting his heart 
and soul into the game makes him a fine contestant in 
all branches of athletics. No doubt he will be a star 
on next year’s team.

Dorsey was one of the hardest workers on the team, and through his own 
efforts he made his monogram. He was a brilliant player and an excellent shot. 
Dorsey substituted for Standiford during the latter’s injuries, and held down the 
job well, making a very creditable showing against S. M. A. during the last part of 
the game. In fact, it was through his efforts that the score rose from 8 to 19 
points, in the remaining few moments of play. 

Two other members who were fortunate enough.to receive monograms were 
Tanner and Johnston. Tanner often took Dunn’s place at center, demonstrating 
each time that he could hold up his part. Johnston was usually substituted in a 
guard position. He showed himself to be a hard worker, even though he was 
handicapped by a bad knee. 

The “Scrub” team was probably better organized this year than ever before. 
Assuming the name, “Wild Cats,” they fought together with the spirit and enthu- 
siasm of a varsity team. Led by Tanner, they were always eager to give the first 
team a hard scrap and to help wherever a varsity player was taken out of a game. 
They played the first half of the game with Massanutten Academy and really 
made a better showing than the varsity, which played the second half. Those 
who played on the “Scrubs,” thereby making the first team what it was, were

Athletic Monogram Men for the Past Forty Years 


s—=) HE list of names following this article is that of those that have 


made teams at the Augusta Military Academy during the past 
forty years. It will be designated as the Monogram men of that 
time, although the official Monograms were not awarded at A. 
M. A. before the year 1902. Beginning that year the official 
aL 24%) Monogram was the letter “R,” standing for Roller’s School. In 
1908 the eR? was changed to the eight-inch “A” which is now in vogue. 

The writer has striven to find out the history of athletics at A. M. A. and the 
facts are these as near as he has been able to ascertain. From the founding of the 
school in the fall of 1865 to 1882 there were no constituted teams. The games in 
organized the first official Baseball team at A. M. A. and was the first official coach. 
W. Parse as coach. - 

In 1879 Professor C. E. Byrd, of Williamsville, Va., now the Superintendent 
of the schools of the State of Louisiana, introduced the present game of Baseball. 
In 1882 Professor Sumter Smith, the President of Randolph-Macon Academy, 
organized the first official Baseball team at A. M. A. and was the first official coach. 

In 1887 Professor I. C. Curtis, of Warrenton, Virginia, introduced the Rugby 
or Association Football, which was played until the fall of 1893, when Captain 
C. C. Beckley, graduate of the Virginia Military Institute, organized the first 
official Football Team. 

The first official contest in Track was held in the spring of 1890 when Tom 
Christian, now the Commonwealth Attorney of Mathews County, Virginia, met 
the runners of S. M. A. in the 100-yard contest. Cadet Christian easily won the 
race. The first official Track Team was more of an inter-school affair, and the 
Meet was held in the spring of 1914, and Frank Burdett, of Charleston, West 
Virginia, was the high point winner, with Major Chas. S. Roller, Jr., as coach. 
The first official Track Meet that had contests with other schools was in the year 
of 1916, with Captain R. K. Massey as coach. 

Basket Ball was started at A. M. A. in the fall of 1907. Cadet J. E. Black, of 
Butler, Pennsylvania, was the first official coach. 

Swimming was instituted in the year 1919-20 by Capt. Frank Gilliam as coach. 

Official Wrestling Team was organized at A. M. A. in 1921-22, with Capt. M. 
W. Parse as coach. 

The following is the key of instruction for the Monogram men: All former 
cadets who are dead will have their names in italics. A “C” to the right of a name 
means he was Captain of the team. “F. B.” signifies Football, “B. B.” Baseball, 
“BKB” Basket Ball, “T. T.” Track Team, “S. T.” Swimming Team, and “W. T.” 
Wrestling Team.

Letter to Dad 


Aw, NL Ags 
Fort Defiance, 
September 26, 1921. 
Dear Dad: 

I have just arrived at this historic place where I am to spend four years. more or less. 
Let us hope it will be less. The railway service was fine until we reached Mt. Sidney, where 
we changed to the Missing Link that connects these twin cities. 

At Mt. Sidney a man rode up on horseback and bought a ticket to Fort Defiance. a parlor 
car ticket, and desired to have his horse shipped to Fort Defiance. The station agent was busy 
and told him to put his horse on the train himself. He did, and then crawled aboard. We 
had not much more than started when the conductor stopped the train and made the man and 
horse change places. He had put the horse in the parlor car and was sitting in the horse car 
reading the His Bang. I do not see why they do not label the cars so as to prevent mistakes. 

We were soon running at full speed, when the train suddenly stopped, throwing us from 
our seats. We went to see what was the matter. and saw the engineer pursuing a snapping 
turtle down the track. The turtle escaped. and when the conductor came around I asked him 
what was the official designation of our train. He seemed to be hurt by my ignorance, and 
informed me that 1 had the honor, as well as the pleasure, to be traveling on the Original 
Virginia Creeper, 

It is really remarkable how many large cities there are in this section of the country. The 
people must all drink the same kind of pop, for at every station the train stopped at, for 
several hours. there was a similar pop sign in front of each station. I made a remark to that 
effect to a middle-aged man who was sitting by me. He tried to impose on me because I am 
" and satd that we had been stopping at the same place all the time, and that it was

a ‘rat, 
the same pop sign that we were louking at. 

We stopped at East Fort Defiance and could not start up until the engineer stuck his 
head out of the cab and said something to the conducter. The conductor then shouted, 
“Ladies, will you please hold up your feet!" There was a bevy of the Fort Defiance belles on 
the train, who obeyed. and the train instantly started. 

I understand that last year one of the cadets was taking a [atin exam. when the train 
left Fort Defiance. He finished his paper, went to his room, packed his suitcase, walked to 
East Fort Defiance and caught the train. Now, at least half a dozen cadets have vouched 
for this statement, so I suppose that it is true. 

Finally, the train stopped. and all those who were not seasick got out. There stood a 
station and a few houses, A “rat” walked up to the station agent and asked, “Can you tell 
me if this is Fort Defiance?” The agent ignored him. He walked around the corner of the 
station, looked at a sign, and shottted. “Comme over here, fellows. It is Fort Defiance on this 
side.” They say Fort Defiance is a time-honored. historic, and battle-scarred city. Judging 
from the scars, there must have been some terrific battles fought here. 1} have not had time 
to see much of the city yet, and will describe it in my next letter. I am sending a picture of 
my best friend.

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Wealth and Income of the American People

HE author of this book says in 
_his subtitle that it is an econ- 
omic survey of the consequen- 
ces of the war to the American people. 
In truth it is vastly more than that. 
It is, in fact, a broad survey of Amer- 
ican finance and industry. It treats 
of the American people as a whole, 
summarizes their foreign accounts 
and inventories their physical wealth 
—land, mines, railways, machinery, 
etc. It considers the distribution of 
that wealth and the changes that the 
war brought about. It reports the 
national income and the distribution 
thereof, the national living expense 
and the national savings. It makes 
the fundamental analysis of position 
that every head of a business makes 
and that every head of a family ought 
to make to ascertain how he stands. 
Multiply the position of the average 
family by 26 million and we have the 
position of all the families—the na- 
tion. 

This is the most comprehensive es- 
say into the new field of quantitative 
economics that there has been. Quan- 
titative economics means the measur- 
ing of affairs and conditions, and the 
consideration of them as they are. 
The author is an economist who is 
fundamentally an engineer. As an 
engineer he has constructed his book 
on the lines of an engineering report, 
first marshalling his facts and then 
drawing his deductions. No one of 
less experience as an engineer, econ- 
omist and statistician could have done 
this in. the present way. The work is 
replete with original research and it 
will be a guide-post for future work 
in practical economics. 

In his conclusions the author is 
sober, even somber, but he writes 
with a style that is unique and lively. 
With his pen economics ceases to be 
the dismal science and becomes a 
thing alive, breathing with human in- 


terest. Anybody will discern imme- 
diately that the author sees in busi- 
ness the most romantic thing in life 
and he has accomplished the feat of 
putting romance into economics. Un- 
like many academic, stodgy treatises 
his book reads like a novel. 

After drawing his conclusions from 
the established facts the author con- 
siders the directions whither we are 
trending. He sees an impairment ev- 
en in America’s position as the result 
of the war and foresees troublesome 
times ahead. He considers that diffi- 
culties will most surely and most 
quickly be mastered by dispelling il- 
lusions and facing the facts. He is 
an exponent not of pessimism but of 
clear-thinking. In his view the one 
good thing coming out of the war is 
the education of business men leading 
them toward the creation of trans- 
parency in industry, which will tend 
to produce equilibrium in industry. 
This may eventually prove to be worth 
the cost of the war. 

The author has become well known 
by his previous economic writings as 
a courageous and outspoken exponent 
of capitalistic doctrine. He abhors 
socialism and has no patience with 
ideas about industrial democracy. His 
remarks, always pungent and often 
brilliant, will no doubt excite violent 
dissent in some quarters, but it will be 
found that he has so well established 
his facts that anybody who undertakes 
to controvert conclusions that they 
may not like will have to do a lot of 
thinking. The book combines the qual- 
ities of being a major hand-book for 
business guidance, a compass for the 
direction of future economic investi- 
gations, and a stimulus to philosophi- 
cal and political thinking. As a hand- 
book alone its facts and figures are of 
a nature that will lead every banker 
not only to study it but will also make 
him want to keep it on his desk.
